Loss is Heavy—No Insurance. 

The cry of fire when heard in 
Alaska is one which is fraught 
with the gravest consequences 
and is well calculated to make 
men's hearts stand still. 

It was this cry which was 
neard on Monday last in the lit- 
tle village of Klawock, located 
on the west side of Prince of 
Wales Island: and two hours lat- 
er there was nothing remaining 
of the town save only a mass of 
smouldering ruins. The fire start- 
ed at 10 a. m.,in the cannery of 
the North Pacific Trading & 
acking Company which is lo- 
cated at Klawock. It spread so 
| rapidly that those ai work in the 
| cannery barely had time to es- 
cape with their lives. In a very 
few minutes the cannery was in 
a mass of flames and the fire had 
comunicated to acjoining build- 
ings, once started there was no 
| stop until everything was wiped 
lout. The cannery, sawmill, store 
warehouses, messrooms, bunk- 
houses, and a score or more of 
dwellings were all destroyed. 

The flre was caused by an ex 
plosion of gasoline which was 
used to heat soldiering irons.
